“Discreet Shepherds” 


Patience and kindness are: much 
needed by shepherds, whether -. their 
sheep be quadrupeds or the much more 
difficult,’ upright variety. Originally 
“pastor” meant “shepherd,” and it is 
regrettable that usage has so completely 
obscured this meaning. Hidden away in 
a New York Times book review (Sept. 
10) was a passage on shepherds which 
should be thought-provoking to minis- 
ters and other Christian workers. The 
well-written review, by Orville Prescott, 
gives tempting quotations from a new, 
one-volume American book 1 combining 
two British books, “A. Word in Your 
Ear,” and “Just Another Word,” by a 
Scottish writer, Ivor Brown. .The re- 
viewer calls it “an entrancing collection 
of words.” Mr. Brown finds this in “a 
thirteenth-century treatise on estate 
management”: “It profiteth the lord

to have discreet shepherds, watchful 
and kindly, so that the sheep be -not 
tormented by their wrath but crop their 
pasture in peace and joyfulness; for it 
is a: token of the shepherd’s kindness if

tions. Peter exhorted the elders to “feed 
the flock of God which is among you, 
taking the oversight thereof, not by con- 
straint, but willingly; not for filthy lucre, 
but of a ready mind; neither as being 
lords over God's heritage, but being en- 
samples to the flock.” Some equivalent 
for “a good barkable dog” is necessary 
in thesedays, when the “grievous wolves,” 
of which Paul warned the Ephesian 
elders, have multiplied; and a Christian 
minister who is aiming first of all to 
please the Chief Shepherd will want his 
péople to know a great measure of “peace 
and joyfulness.”

dawned that they “have been 
sealed with that holy Spirit of 
promise” (Eph. 1:13), or what the im-s 
plications are. Sealing is not’ lightly 
done; it implies a right over the sealed 
possessions and an assertion of that right 
that none may dispute. It is not to make 
it precious, but because it is. precious. 
To send a registered parcel through 
the mail it must be sealed, not neceg- 
sarily because the contents are of great 
intrinsic value, but because to the owner 
they have a value which makes him 
ensure that they shall not be lost. And 
God seals with His Holy Spirit those 
to whom He attributes such value that 
He sent His Son to redeem them at in-

finite cost, and He will not lose one 
of them. They are not responsible for 
being sealed, but they are responsible 
for behaving as those bearing the stamp 
of God should behave! 

The actual sealing is invisible to all 
but God, but the results are seen in 
the: impressed likeness upon ‘(and in) 
the character, which is seen by all. 

We are sealed, so Satan cannot touch 
us, circumstances cannot ruin us, death 
cannot rob us. For the sealing is “the 
earnest of our inheritance,” the guar- 
antee that the full undertaking of our 
salvation shall be completed when, hav- 
ing received the firstfruits of the Spirit, 
our “adoption, to wit, the redemption of 
the body” takes place; when the Lord 
Himself shall descend from Heaven with 
a shout and shall call up to meet Him 
in the air all. His people who then risé 
from among the dead in resurrection 
bodies like His own; and all who are 
then alive and remain, in bodies in- 
stantaneously transformed likewise. 


What a moment! And the seal of God 
is the earnest of our being taken. No 
words can describe the inheritance: to 
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be heirs of God and joint heirs with 
‘Christ, to be the objects for eternity 
of the love that passeth knowledge, to 
dwell forever without taint of sin in our- 
selves, or in our companions, or in our 
surroundings | 

How wonderful to know that we have 
been saved by grace in order that in 
the ages to come the Lord may show 
“the exceeding riches of his grace in 
his kindness toward us through Christ 
Jesus” ! 

The Holy Spirit is the Seal, He does 
not impart it; and we ourselves are 
sealed — all we are, not only all we pos- 
sess. That we are “His, forever only 
His,” is, or should be, our abiding satis- 
faction. A seal is a public attestation 
and token of the intentions of the owner. 


At present God’s children are often not. 


only unrecognized and mfsunderstood, 
but hated and persecuted openly or in 
petty ways that can be applied without 
being visible. 

Ate there not many disciples today 
whose lives are filled with petty per- 
secution? And all because the Devil 
knows who are the Lord’s' and hates 
them because they bélong to Christ. He 
is the One against whom it is aimed, 
and He notices, for they have this seal, 
“The Lord knoweth them that are his” 
(2 Tim. 2:19). Not only knows which 
they are, but all about them, all their 
inner history and patient endurance. 
“I know... thou. , . hast borne, and 
hast patience, and for my name’s sake 


hast laboured, and hast not fainted” - 


(Rev, 2:2, 3). How He notices! That 
quiet, uncomplaining going on and on, 
unnoticed and tried. And when He re- 
veals His people in their true perspec- 
tive how many surprises there will be! 
What will it be when, in the eyes of 
an amazed universe, the redeemed are 
manifested to be what the Lord all along 
has seen them to be, to see that the 
Lord has so-loved them? 

There are two sides to this seal. The 
obverse is: “Let everyone that nameth 
the name of Christ depart from iniquity” 
(2 Tim. 2:19). Have we this counter- 
sign?, We, as a whole, spirit, soul, and 
body, are sealed. How far do we re- 
spond by yielding to the ‘purifying influ. 
ence of the Word of God applied by 
the Spirit? How far do not only actions 
and words, but thoughts and motives 
bear witness to our being sealed? This 
is a solemnizing reflection, and needs 
to be pondered. We are not intended 
merely to abstain from evil, but to be 
positive credit to our Owner —#in other 
words, to represent Him and glorify 
Him before those who will not read the 
Scriptures, but who scrutinize Christians 
‘to see if there is “anything in it.” Well 
may we pray with Paul that “the very 
God of peace” will sanctify us wholly, 
“spirit and soul and body ... blame- 
less unto the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ” (1 Thess, 5:23).

When Was the Camel 
Domesticated ? 


The following letter was addressed 
to Dr. Joseph P. Free, Associate Profes- 
sor of Archaeology at Wheator College, 
and Archaeological Editor of Tue Sun- 
pay ScHoot TiMEs: ~ 


This letter is addressed to you because 
you are the only evangelical ‘archaeol- 
ogist of whom I know at present. I trust 
I may not be troubling. you unduly. 

I have recently read’ a book entitled 
“Daily Life in Bible Timés,” by Albert 
E. Bailey, which is useful in déscribihg a 
host of little intimate details of the life 
of the Israelites, but at the same time 
shocking in its assurancé that practically 
all of the Bible is unauthentic and of 
little value except to throw side lights 
on the revelations of science, 

On page 150 of this book he quotes 
Albright (‘Stone Age to Christianity,” p. 
120) for the statéiient that “the camel 
was not domesticated until the eleventh 
century B.C. When theréfore the Bible 
Speaks of Abrahatn and Jacob as having 
camels (Gen. 12:16; 24:61; 30:43) we must 
understand that the Story tellers of the 
period of the Monarchy took the camel 
for granted without knowing the facts.” 

Our Sunday school lesson ‘last Sunday 
made much use of this camel picture, and 
as I never saw such a suggestion made 
before, but do believe that Moses was 
the story teller, and that he knew what 
he was talking about, I am unable te 
accept the skeptical assertion of this 
author. 

Will you be kind enough to write me 
a few Ifies tellirfg me what Christian 
research has to say about camels in the 
Bible. I will be very grateful. I read 
your contributions to Taz Sunpay ScHoo. 
Trmes with great interest, as I used to 
read those of Dr. Kyle.—A Pennsylvania

Dr. Free’s reply will, be of particular 
interest to Tomes readers, not only be- 
cause he gives strong evidence to cor- 
goborate the Bible record, but iso be- 
cause this evidence is based partly on 
his own personal research. When the 
Pennsylvania Sunday school worker 
wrote to Dr./Free, he probably did not 
realize that he was writing to a special- 
ist on this particular problem. Dr. Free 
writes: 


For almost qa century critical students 
of the Bible have been skeptical of the 
Biblical references to camels in early 
times; therefore it is quite te be ex- 
pected that Albert Bailey would refer 
to the Biblical references tq camels as 
an indication that the records of the 
patriarchs: were really recorded by story 
tellers of the period of the Israelite mon- 
archy (1000-600 B.C.). . 

During the last century some scholars 


dealt particularly with the reference to © 


Abraham having camels in Egypt (Gen. 
12:16), and the usual conclusion was that 
the camel was introduced into Egypt 


long after the time of Abraham. A. H. , 


Sayce thought that the introduction of 
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the camel into Egypt was in the seventh 
century, A.D. (“Patriarchal Palestine,” 
1895, p. 171); Max Mueller took the view 
that the camel was known in Egypt in 
Roman times (article on the camel in 
“Encyclopedia Biblica”); and a few 
scholars would acknowledge evidence 
for the camel in Egypt as early as the 
Greek period (back to about 300 B.C.). 
This, however, would be entirely too 
late for the time of Abraham (about 
2000 B.C.). 


For some time the writer has been in- 
terested in this question ahd bégah to 
give it serious study shortly before the 
beginning of the war when he noticed 
a statuette of a camel in the Louvre 
Museum in Paris dating back to about 
1400 B.C. This would show a knowledge 
of the camel in Egypt at least a thou- 
sand years too early according to the 
prevalent view. Further research has 
shown the writer that there is much 
other evidence for the early knowledge 
of the camel in Egypt as well as in 
other countries of the Near East. 


The writer has gathered together the 
evidence for the early knowledge of the 
camel and presented it in the form of 
a paper before a joint meeting of the 
American Oriental Society and two other 
learned societies» Subsequently it was 
published by the University of Chicago 
in the Journal of Near Eastern Studies, 
vol. III, No. 3, July, 1944, under the title 
“Abraham's Camels.”, : 


In summary, some of the iterns pre- 
sented in suppert of the early knowledge 
ef the camel in Egypt ihclude a pottery 
figure of a camel laden with water jars 
in a tomb of about the thirteenth cen- 
tury B.C., as well as two other figurines 
of camels from about the same period. 
Furthermore, camel bories from the pe- 
riod of 2000-1400 B.C. have also been 


_found, and even a rope of camel hair 


was discovered a few years ago in an 
excavation in northern Egypt (dating 
frorh about 2500 B.C.). : 

Some evidence has been found outside 
of Egypt as well, including pictures on 
mohuments from Assyria in the period 
900-600 B.C., as well as a picture of a 
man riding on a camel, which’ may be as 
early as 3000 B.C. 

We find that when we summarize all 
of the evidence for the éarly knowledge 
of the camel, it includes figurines, statu- 
ettes, rock carvings and drawings, camel 
bones, a camel skull, and a camel hair 
rope. Several of these come from the 


early period between 3000-2000 B.C. While. 


it is quite true that the total evidence 
would indicate that the camel came into 
general use after 300 B.C., it is signifi- 
cant that we do have evidence for a 
definite knowledge and use of the camel 


long before the time of Abraham. This © 


evidence thus gives us another argument 
for accepting as authentic the picture 


of the patriatchal period as presented - 


in the Old Testainent. 
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Liberty That Endures 


lt must begin in men's hearts

nessed a more soul-stirring scene 
» than the signing of the instru- 
ment of peace in Tokyo Bay on Sep- 
tember 2, 1945. The snow-crested peak 
could not realize that a new era was 
dawning in human history. But when 
General MacArthur appended his name 
to the document, the curtain fell on 
the carnage of. war, and the scene of 
civilization was shifted to the uncer- 
tain stage of peace. 

A world that has been tortured by the 
hideous agony of conflict is welcoming 
with open arms the cessation of hostili- 
ties. War has meant the regimentation 
of men’s bodies and minds. It has held 
men’s spirits in the bondage of fear, 
anxiety, and distress. But the human 
heart throughout the years has yearned 
for the precise opposite of bondage — 
the liberty of mind, heart, and will that 
elevates man above the level of the 
brute creation and makes him truly free. 

Liberty ! Men cherish her, erect statues 
to her honor, fight to attain her, but 
have never yet been able permanently 
to preserve her. Is there somewhere 
a formula for enduring liberty? The 
world has not yet found it. But the 
believer in Christ, the one who reads and 
believes the Word of God, knows that 
within the sacred pages of the Bible 
there is such a heavenly formula. 


I. THe Wortp’s NEED OF THE FORMULA 


Problems .of staggering proportions 
face the children of men. Wrong solu- 
tions to these problems may bring dis- 
aster again and the cruel slavery of war. 

There is the problem of the- peace 
table. Can equitable distributions of 
territory be made? What of the Balkans, 
a veritable tinderbox? ‘Can India’s un- 
rest be dealt with fairly? Can the threat 
of civil war in China be eliminated? 
Suspicion in the Argentine, distrust of 
Russia, the occupation of enemy terri- 
tories, the age-long question of Israel's 
future, the emerging Moslem consolida- 
tion, conflicting economic and commer- 
cial claims, the trials of war criminals 
—these are only some of the major 
difficulties that confront society. In the 
face of such problems can peace, much 
less liberty, be an enduring reality? 

Here in the United States there is 
the titanic issue of reconversion. . The 
+ measure of liberty we shall enjoy will 
depend to a large degree upon the de- 
cisions made in the near future. Can 
a nice balance be maintained between 
the demands of capital and labor? Can 
tense labor situations be smoothed out? 
Can delicate adjustments all along the

Too many of our proposéd peace 
plans could adopt the paint slogan: 
“Save the surface and you save all.” 
That is all right for fences, barns, 
houses, and bridges, but not for 
human beings. War, and the bond- 
age that. comes in its irain, begin in 
the heart, and true freedom ‘must 
begin at-the same point.

home front be made? Will the lib- 
erty our boys have fought to preserve 
now be jeopardized by bungling, or 
preserved by genuine discretion? 

And what of the even more vital 
problem of individual life, now that the 
war is over? Shall we raise the Stars 
and Stripes over our enemies’ capitals, 
celebrate our victories, mourn our dead, 
and then forget the tragic lessons learned 
in the long and weary years of suffering? 
Shall our D-Day enthusiasm now’ be 
cooled by the chill winds of indiffer- 
ence? Shall our V-E Day gratitude 
abide? Or shall our pristine loyalties 
now be replaced by the carelessness and 
callousness of yesteryear? Shall the 
fires on the altars of our consecration 
continue to blaze, or shall they now 
burn low? Shall we now minimize our 
spiritual obligations of prayer, worship, 
Bible study, testimony, and service? 
Which will it be for the church — spir- 
itual bondage, or liberty? These ques- 
tions may all be answered by a mag- 
nificent statement in the Bible. Let us 
read it anéw. 

II. THe Formvuta or Enpurine Liserty 

“And where the Spirit of the Lord is, 
there is liberty” (2 Cor. 3:17b). Con- 
cise, succinct, this formula points the 
way to a liberty that abides, We may 
expect a continuance of freedom if the 
Spirit of the Lord rules at the peace 
table, if He controls in Washington, and 
if He is master of our hearts. 

But let us exercise care in handling 
this text. The liberal theologian inter- 
prets it falsely, obscures its meaning, 
and invalidates its p se. The Mod- 
ernist would have us understand that 
the phrase “The Spirit of the Lord” 
means simply the attitude of the man 
Jesus. Thus the formula would imply 
that the key to perennial liberty. is this: 
that man must study Jesus’ attitudes, 
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spirit, disposition, moods, and outlook; 
and then seek to imitate these. If this 
interpretation were correct we should 
be of all men most miserable. For lib- 
erty would soon be dissipated again from 
the earth. 

The: simple fact is that man cannot 
reproduce Jesus’ attitudes. Man is a 
sinner. His nature is tainted through- 
out. with iniquity. The Lord Jesus is 
altogether holy, harmless, and undefiled. 
The crawling worm could as soon soar 
with eagle’s wings as the sinner trans- 
late the Lord Jesus’ dispositions into 
deeds. 

The Apostle Paul knew that. No, 
“the Spirit of the Lord” is not an atti- 
tude, He is a living Person, the blessed 
Holy Spirit. Where He is, there, and 
there only is abiding and blessed lib- 
erty, Oh, that the leaders of the nations 
might’ know this fact, and believe it! If 
He. presided at the peace table, the 
world that is sick and tired of war might 
take heart. If He governs Washington’s 
décisions, the citizens of this gredt land 
may welcome reconversion. If He is at 
the helm of your heart, child of God, 
you may’ “stand fast in the liberty. 
wherewith Christ hath made us free” 
(Gal. 5:1). 


‘TTI. THe IMPLEMENTING OF THE FORMULA 


Every Bible student understands that 
perilous times lie ahead. Nonetheless 
it is our duty to further wherever pos- 
sible the cause of peace and liberty. 

The formula of our text can be imple- 
mented. The Spirit of the Lord is able 
to act as He will. But under normal 
conditions He works through men who 
have been born of the Spirit, who are 
filled. with the Spirit, and who are led 
by the Spirit. Therefore our liberty 
will be preserved only to the degree 
that . Spirit-driven men take ‘Spirit- 
directed action for Spirit-given purposes. 

But —and this is our immediate point 
—the Spirit of the Lord usually acts 
only where and when the Gospel of 
the grace of God is faithfully preached, 
and the Word of God in its purity and 
power is proclaimed. 

There is a definite relationship, thus, 
between a liberty that endures and the 
testimony of the Church to the regen- 
erating power of Christ. Ye who desire 
liberty, preach the Word. Ye who cher- 
ish freedom, support your ‘missionary 
societies, pray for those who will soon 
be planting anew the standard of the 
cross in distant lands. The Spirit uses 
the Word to liberate men who are slaves 
of sin. Therefore get that Word out to 
the.ends of the earth. Give faithfully 
and generously to the cause of Christ. © 
Spread the Gospel at home and abroad 
through testimony. “Where the Spirit 
of the Lord*is, there is liberty.” This 
is the formula of salvation. But it is 
also the activated formula of liberty and 
peace.

OT All That Glitters. By Louise 

Harrison McCraw. (Fleming H. 

Revell Co., New York 10; $1.25.) 
Perhaps Dave Mosely was too out- 
spoken in expressing his convictions 
about Christ and Christian things, “but 
at least everyone knew he was as 
truly a soldier of the cross as: he was 
a soldier for his country. On the 
other hand, there was Frank Lan- 
don, suave young Modernist pastor 
and pacifist, ambitiously pulling wires 
for a high-salaried church.

Square Sails and Spice Islands

and Co., Inc., New York 3; $2.50.) 


EARLY every school lad associates 

the name of Commodore Perry with 
the thrilling battle of Lake Erie in 1813. 
Few realize that it was the brother of 
this Commodore Perry who headed the 
American Expedition that was responsi- 
ble for opening’ up Japanese ports to 
foreign trade in 1854. “Square Sails 
and Spice Islands” is a dual biography 
of these two seafaring brothers who 
played such a large part in the early 
navy history of America. It brings to- 
gether many facts about these two color- 
ful figures, but it does so in a way that 
preserves the salt tang and the romance 
and adventure of the sea. Very real are 
the charm and brilliance of Commodore 
Oliver Hazard Perry and the quiet, 
steady wisdom and diplomacy of his 
equaliy famous brother, Commodore 
Matthew Galbraith Perry. Of special 
interest, in these days of dealing with 
the conquered nation of Japan, is the 
account of Commodore Matthew Perry’s 
firm handling of the suspicious and hos- 
tile Japanese in negotiating the first 
treaty that was ever signed by that 
country with a foreign nation: In the 
hands of young Americans the book 
should do much to give warmth and 
reality ‘to two of our early American 
naval heroes known heretofore largely 
by their names only.

The first story in 
this little book gives the title, telling 
how’a donkey jumped out of a boat 
in China, making it necessary for the 
boat to put back to shore and thus an-+ 
swering the prayer of two missionaries 
who had prayed that they might not 
miss it. There are some twenty-four 
other incidents, mostly picturing life in 
China among the Miao people.

Above the Stars. By Edith Snyder 
Pedersen. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., 
Grand Rapids 2, Mich., $1.25.) Lenore 
Lerner, proud and beautiful, felt no 
need of a Saviour. She was strong in 
character, good, and sufficient unto her- 
self. She regarded all who professed 
“religion” as weaklings.. Upon her rested 
the responsibility of the Lerner house- 
hold. She mothered her three younger 
brothers and instructed them in the say- 


‘ings and wisdom of great men as their 


source of inspiration for right living. 
But the two older boys fell into sin 
and public disgrace in spite of her ad- 
monitions. Then one day a winsome and 
zealous Christian woman met the young- 
est boy, Ralph, and explained to him 
the way to be saved, and he joyfully 
responded. This was the beginning of 
changes in the family, which led at 
last to Lenore’s salvation and acquaint- 
ance with Lieutenant Rodney Foster. 
Then followed romance, mystery, prob- 
lems, great joy, a crushing sorrow, — 
and finally the salvation of Mr. Lerner 
and the happy marriage of Lenore. 


The Salt Baby, and Other Stories for 
Children. By Julia Lake Kellersberger. 
(Fleming H. Revell Co., New York 10; 
$1.) On an African mission station salt 
was very precious. The missionary 
couple and their little daughter had 
shared their supply until it was ex- 
hausted. Their health was suffering, 
and they prayed God to send them salt. 
Away in the forest lived a lonely old 
white man who wanted to send a gift 
to the missionary child. He clumsily 
made a big rag doll, though he had dif- 
ficulty finding something with which to 
stuff it. Finally he sent it by a native 
boy to the missionary home: As the 
little girl rapturously hugged the dolly, 
something oozed out between the stitched. 
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The doll was stuffed with salt, and the 
parents knelt and thanked God for it. 


This is only one of a dozen charmingly 
written missionary stories from many 
lands. Mrs. Kellersberger, co-secretary 
of the American Mission to Lepers, has 
the skill and artistry of a born story- 
teller, and while many of these true 
incidents are about those who have 
“leprosy sickness,” yet with such a beau- 
tiful Christian touch are they handled 
that there is stirred only love and sym- 
pathy. The Christian witness is woven 
throughout. 


Desired Haven. By Catherine Stadtler. 
(Zondervan Publishing House, Grand 
Rapids 2, Mich., $1.25.) Resisting God’s 
first choice for his life work led Ronald 
Gregson to the valuable discovery that 
a self-directed life does not pay: Sor- 
row, heartache, and disappointment fol- 
lowed his determination to lead his own 
life in his own way. How God sweetly 
led him back to His own fold and to 
complete surrender to His will makes 
this story not only fascinating, but spir- 
itually profitable. It is absorbing and 
heart searching,—an ideal gift book 
for young people and older ones as well. 


Salvation Charts. By Eleanor F. En- 
low. (Christian Publications; Inc., 1517 
N. Third St., Harrisburg, Pa., $1.50.) 
Here is a set of fourteen charts (com- 
plete with heavy, durable cards and 
colored figures numbered and ready for 
cutting out and pasting), which give the 
whole plan of emption, beginning 
with John 1:1 and ending with the sec- 
end coming of Christ. These charts 
have been successfully used by the 
author in Bible Clubs and Open Air 
Evangelism “to win many boys and 
girls to the Lord.” They can also be 
uséd as flash cards for memorizing 
Scripture in Sunday school and sum- 
mer Bible school, and superintendents 
will find them valuable in the opening 
exercises and in preparation for De- 
cision Day in the Sunday school.- Chil- 
dren’s workers will discover many uses 
for such a set of charts. A compléte 
set of instructions is furnished for pre- 
paring the charts and for the presenta- 
tion of the Scripture truth on each card. 
It requires about two hours to prepare 
the entire set for use.

The life 
of a farmer’s daughter in those times 
was filled with humdrum chores anc 
hard household tasks, with little time 
left for poetry. But Mother and Father 
were .sympathetic: with their young 
daughter’s ambition to become a writer, 
and provided as many opportunities as 
possible for her to become acquainted, 
‘through their writings and by personal 
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contact, with the men and women of 
their day whose names would live down 
through the ‘years, — Whittier, Longfel- 
low, Thoreau, Holmes, Garrison, Emer- 
son.: These were the days when the 
railroad train was new, when men in 
the North were helping slaves escape 
by the “underground,” when a ducking 
stool could still be used as punishment, 
when a handsome young salesman, 
working his way thraqugh college, could 
find lodging in a farmhouse and fall 
in love with the farmer’s lovely daugh- 
ter. ...

HE title to this work may be a 

bit misleading, as much of the con- 
tents would be of general value to men 
as well as women. It deals frankly with 
sex problems from a high Christian plane, 
and a great deal of concise information 
is packed into its ninety pages.. Written 
in three parts, the third alone, which 
comprises» about half the volume, falls 
properly under the book’s title and gives 
information and counsel of priceless 
worth to teen-age girls. In this section 
the chapters, “Different Types of Girls” 
and “Different Types of Men,” will en- 
able almost any girl to identify herself, 
her characteristics and social possibili- 
ties, and also better to understand her 
men friends. “What About Dates?” and 
“Happy Evenings Together” give prac- 
tical help to the girl who naturally longs 
for a happy, wholesome social life with 
the opposite sex. The last chapter, “The 
High Attainment of Social Purity,” is 
very fine indeed. 

Parts I and II of the book give in 
understandable terms the facts about 
sex, and warnihgs against the evils, that 
can be associated with it. It is more 
explicit than some might desire for their 
young people. But in view of the well- 
known freedom with which these things 
are now revealed and discussed in many 
circles, and the pure way in which the 
facts are here presented, there should 
be little serious objection on this ac- 
count. The teachings and the warnings 
are backed by Scripture, and the han- 
dling of the subject such as a courageous 
pastor might be led to use under certain 
circumstances. 








many disappointments and discourage- 
ments she kept it ever before her and 
sought to witness for Christ to the young 
high school students,— with their hard, 
painted faces and flippant attitude 
toward life.

But when 
he accidentally got himself locked in the 
canary’s cage and saw how glad every- 
body was to know he couldn’t play any 
more tricks, he began to be sorry for 
his bad behavior. When he finally got 
out he was a sober and penitent little 
chipmunk, and decided to be more help- 
ful and make everyone proud of him 
instead of ashamed of him. The pic- 
tures on every page are delightful, and 
small boys and girls will welcome this 
ninth book in the series by Helen and 
Alf Evers.

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Interviewing a World Champion 
Gil Dodds tells something of his Christian race and convictions

SUPPOSE ‘something of a feeling of 

awe should have been mine that 
July evening, as I sat on the porch of 
the home of my friends, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jones. Just in front of me, sitting com- 
fortably in the big porch swing, was 
a young man whose name is known 
around the world. His name? Gil Dodds, 
holder of the world’s record for mile 
indoor racing. 

But there was such a naturalness about 
him, so beautifully simple and sincere 
appeared this famous personage, that I 
forgot to be awed. It seemed that I was 
chatting with someone I had known for 
years. 

Learning he was to be the speaker that 
night at a youth rally in one of the 
churches of the city where I make my 
home, I had arrived at the home where 
he was being entertained a short time 
before it was necessary, for him to leave 
for the service. It was my plan to ask 
him a number of questions that would 
be of interest and value to young people. 
His answers,: which I took down in short- 
hand, are now before me as I write. 

Knowing kis renown as a runner, I 
was impressed by the fine appropriate- 
ness of his reply to my first question, 
which was, “What are some Scriptures 
that have helped you to win athletic 
success?” Instantly he said, “Philippians 
3:13, 14.” These are the noble words 
of Paul where he confessds that it is 
his supreme ambition, on which he con- 
centrates, to “press toward the mark for 
the prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus.” 

Another favorite Bible passage, he in- 
formed rne, was Hebrews 12:1, 2, where 
we again have the metaphor of a race. 
Also he named Isaiah 40:31, “But they 
that wait upon the Lord shall renew 
their strength; they shall mount up with 
wings as eagles; they shall run, and not 
be weary; and they shall walk, and not 
faint,” in which running is also men- 
tioned. 

Four references he gave me. I was 
particularly impressed by Philippians 
4:13, which had meant much to me; it is, 
“T can do all things through Christ which 
stcengtheneth me.” This fourth espe- 
cially precious Scripture of his illumi- 
nates the response to another question 


I asked him, “What Bible character do ' 


you like best, after Christ, of course?” 
He said, “Paul.” Then he made this 
unique confession, “I think of Christ as 
my Head Coach, and of Paul as the 
assistant.” Is there not much encourage- 
ment for every one of us in‘this thought, 
as we run the race of life? It may be 
a reality to us, as it has been to World 
Champion Dodds. 


When he runs his races, he told me, 
his heart is full of prayer. -But he let 
me know that he doesn’t simply pray 
to win. He petitions, “Lord, help me 
to do my best in this running.” If a 
competitor on the track could do better 
than Dodd’s best, of course he would 
want that one to come in first. He said, 
“I start the race with prayer in my 
heart, and continue thus during all the 
event.” ‘He declared that as he moves 
rapidly along the race course, he has 
the feeling that One is right with him, 
giving power. Particularly when he 
comes to the last quarter of the mile, 
that decisive period, does he pray 
silently. ; 

But with him prayer is very practical. 
That is, he does everything he can to 
bring about its answer. He seeks to 
keep his body in perfect condition. I 
askéd him what he, as an athlete, 
thought of cigarettes. He told me that he 
positively has no use for them, and gave 
as his reason 1 Corinthians 3:16, 17. This 
is- Paul’s great declaration that our 
bodies are the holy temples of the Holy 
Spirit, and must not be defiled. Young 
Dodds feels that the use of tobacco de- 
files these temples. 

Two things about him strongly im- 
pressed me. One was his ability to give 
at once the very book, chapter, and verse 
of the Bible that reinforced his thought, 
— not once during our interview was he 
obliged to turn to the Book itself. 

The second thing that impressed me 
was the fact that Christ has revealed 
Hirhself to this world champion as 2 
“living, bright reality.” All. his think- 
ing, saying, and doing seem to be cen- 
tered about the Son of God. 

After I had asked him his opinion of 
cigarettes, he also named 2 Corinthians 
5:17, and expressed his conviction that 
when a young person has been truly 
“born again,” Christ will so fill the heart 
and life that there will be deliverance 
from the bondage to nicotine, ‘and so 
“old things are passed away; behold, all 
things are become new.” e 

The Christian religion is experimen- 
tally real to Gil Dodds. ‘In reply to my 
query, “In what way has your faith aided 
you in your athletic contests?” he stated 
that it gave him a calmness and confi- 
dence, which mean so much in achieving 
victory. He runs his races, he confessed, 
to glorify his Lord. The applause of the 
world, he said, does not mean so much 
to him. And he has received plenty of 
applause. f 

Just this morning, preparatory to writ- 
ing, this record of my interview with 
this ‘famous young man, I went to the 
offices of the daily paper of a large city. 
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TI asked to see what they had in their 
files about Gil Dodds. As I scanned the 
clippings from the files, and turned to 
old copies of: the paper, and lodked on 
the sports pages, I repeatedly saw. his 
name large letters, where the chrori- 
icles of triumphs were detailed. ° 

‘But this young man said to me, “The 
world is so fickle. It demands that you 
continually be a winner. When you are 
not, it forgets you.” Then he added, 
with beautiful earnestness, “But you can 
always be a winner with Christ. My 
chief glory is that I am a sinner saved 
by His grace.” 

Gil Dodds believes in training the 
mind as well as the body. He is fond 
of reading, and is continually studying. 
Inquiring what books, aside from the 
Bible, had strongly influenced him, he 
mentioned two, the life of Charles G. 
Finney, and the life of David Brainerd.1 
His reading of the life of Brainerd, a 
successful missionary to the Indians of 

“New England long ago, had its influence 
in formulating his response to one of the 
questions I asked, “If you were worth a 
hundred million dollars, how would you 
proceed so that you would not be its 
slave, but its master?” He replied: 

“I would use it to educate; young peo- 
ple for general Christian service and 
for mission work. I would also use 
some of that fortune to establish re- 
ligious centers down in the hills of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Virginia, and other 
needy fields of the South.” And he 
added, feelingly, “If someone with mil- 
lions would only do something like 
this !” 

He expressed himself along similar 
lines in referring to “the fallacy of this 
war era,” as he put it. Such enormous 
sums are being used to erect vast church 
buildings, when less expensive ones 
would suffice. The money thus saved, 
he insisted, could be used to give train- 
ing to young folks, who would go into 
distinctively Christian service. But 
these young men and women, of course, 
would be those, in his opinion, who had 
a definite divine leading to such life 
work. Proof of this is seen in what he 
said after I had put to him the question, 
“Based on your experience, how should 
a young person get guidance from God 
in choosing a career?” (Dodds is ex- 
pecting to spend his life in aggressive 
Christian work. He has done, and éx- 
pects to do, much preaching.) His ‘an- 
swer was interesting and illuminating. 
He made known his conviction that God 
has a particular work for every young 
man and woman, a work that only that 
individual can accomplish. ‘The world 
will be poorer if they do not apprehend 
that for which Christ has apprehended

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them. The “blueprint,” as he called it, 
™ay ‘not be revealed in its entirety at 
one time. But, he averred, to one sin- 
cerely and earnestly seeking divine di- 
rection, there will be a clear and cer- 
tain unfolding of God’s plans for the life. 
This method will not be the same in 
every life, but wisdom will surely be 
given. The primary condition, Gil Dodds 
declared, is that the youhg person know 
Christ as Saviour. Then they can sing, 
“All the way my Saviour leads me.” 
He is “the wisdom of God.” 


One of my questions to him was, 
“What lessons in running the Christian 
race have your experiences as an athlete 
taught you?” His answer can be sum- 
med up in three words, wholehearted- 
ness, concentration, self-denial.- He said 
that to succeed on the track a person 
must “give everything he has”; he must 
forget every secondary concern and say, 
“This one thing I do”; and he must deny 
himself momentary pleasure for the en- 
joyment that is ahead. 


The time was getting short. Soon, 
very soon, Gil Dodds must be leaving 
for the youth rally, where he would be 
the chief speaker. So I hastened to my 
penultimate question, “What is the chief 





danger against which young folks should . 


Holding Attention in Class 


\ 


XPERIENCE proves that if a teacher 
is to gain and hold attention she 
(or he) must have something to say 
that is worthy of attention. If atten- 
tion is to be gained, the teacher must 
be intensely interested in her subject. 


I find that a good story, missionary or 
Biblical, or otherwise, illustrative of the 
teaching, when well told will interest 
both old and young. In order that the 
prayer time may be quiet and reverent, 
after reading the Scripture lesson verses, 
I bégin to tell a short anecdote of an- 
swered prayer, often chosen from “The 
Iilustration Round Table” of THe Sun- 
pay Scuoot Times. At once there is 
attention. ° 


Curiosity also plays an important part 
in gaining and holding attertion. I 
sometimes hold half concealed in my 
hand ‘an object, picture, or roll’ of paper 
until the moment when it is to fit into 
the lesson presentation. The blackboard 
curtains concealing sketches prepared to 
emphasize or illustrate some point excite 
curiosity. “A former pupil said, “I can 
hardly wait till those curtains are shoved 
back !” - : 

In.a small class, perhaps in the main 
room, a good-sized pad and pencil seem 
indispensable to gain and hold attention. 
Pictures. of Palestine .cities, scenery, 
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guard themselves today?” He informed 
me that it was self-indulgence and love 
of “a good time.” These will infallibly 
cause them to stumble on life’s race- 
course. : 

My final query was, “Do you find much 
profanity among track men?” His re- 
sponse was revealing. “Yes, among the 
inferior ones. Swearing is the sign of 
a little soul, one that has a streak of yel- 
low, one with an inferiority complex. 
Such a person seeks to make up for his 
realized smallness by blusteringly tak- 
ing God’s name in vain. But,” he went 
on significantly, “the really big men in 
the athletic world do not swear.” 


My time was gone. Mr. and Mrs. 
Jones were coming out of the house 
on their way to their automobile. Soon 
Gil Dodds and I were sftting together 
in the front seat, with Mr. Jones at the 
wheel, on our way to the service. There, 
to the many young folks present, he de- 
livered an address that caused their 
hearts to burn within them. Then, as 
he stood before them in the glory of his 
youthful strength, they had a noble 
vision, as Christ was lifted up, and I 
am sure that many+were not disobe- 
dient to the heavenly vision.

Tested ways of gaining and keeping the pupil's interest

maps, and the like, are most helpful. 

Some age groups will like to have 
notebooks in which to jot down facts, 
outlines, and the like, that the teacher 
gives out each week. Outline maps on 
which the pupils themselves may indi- 
cate the towns and places mentioned in 
the lesson are also helpful. 


‘In a classroom where the session lasts 
for an hour there are bound to be peri- 
ods of inattention. I plan for this before- 
hand. - My pianist is instructed to play 
softly as soon as the pupils begin to 
enter the room, and at any time during 
the session if she discovers a bit of in- 
attention, she goes quietly to the piano 
and strikes several minor chords. Music, 


noisy or quieting, exerts its correspond. . 


ing effect on children. 


As soon as a few children have entered 
I have them sing, or I drill them on the 
Commandments, Books of the Bible, 
Psalms, and the like. The best way to 
hold attention is to keep the children 
busy all the time, passing quickly from 
one thing to another, without comment. 


I print all my songs and opening ex- 
ercises,. and the like, on large sheets 
of cardboard, with a wide pen and ink. 
These are hung, in the order to be used, 
on a pole. In this way the attention of 
the child is held as he reads and sings 
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from the charts. No time is wasted and 
attention is not lost in hunting books 
and numbers. 


Psalms 1 and 23 I have pictured, with 
a few words on sheets of cardboard. 
This proves helpful in teaching and 
gaining attention. 


Sometimes before beginning the les- 
son review, it helps to say, “I am going 
to téll a story, and I wish you to help 
me. When I stop you supply the word 
or words. Listen—alJ ready!” 


A sharp tap on the board with a piece 
of chalk or your hand arrests inatten- 
tion. A moment’s pause in talking will 
call attention to the speaker. 


To gain attention with a very restless 
class, it is sometimes helpful to say, 
“I will sit down [in front of the class] 
and wait until you are quiet, for I have 
a very interesting story.” If the rest- 
lessness continues, a sharp word may 
be necessary. 


The weather and physical uncomfort- 
ableness, as an overheated or. under ven- 
tilated room, all tend to inattention. 
Remove the cause and attention is re- 
gained. 


A teacher must be versatile, ever 
ready to meet any unforeseen emer- 
gency. On some days the children are 
not in the mood for singing, and it is 
useless to insist upon singing. Quickly 
change to story-telling, a calisthentic 
drill (silent motions which they will 
follow), or have them stand and recite 
the Creed. 


The teacher herself must be interested 
in every part of the service and show 
that interest by her quiet. earnestness, 
alertness, and patience. She must be 
willing to overlook some momentary dis- 
traction, such as a whisper, the falling 
from a chair, and the like. Be firm; the 
eye has a tremendous power over chil- 
dren. If there is inattention, sometimes 
I say nothing, but just, look, not glare, 
with quiet determination until’ the re- 
sponse comes. Gaining and holding at- 
tention is a life study; but it can be 
done, by depending on the power of the 
Holy Spirit for guidance and help.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


T IS unfortunate, in selecting lesson 
material, that no distinction, seems 
to be made, at times, between Israel, 

God’s covenant people of old, and the 
Church, the body of Christ, in the pres- 
ent dispensation of grace. The differ- 
ence vitally affects the question of wor- 
ship. Before the cross, God recognized 
a typical ritualistic system, the careful 
observance of which was part of the pre- 
scribed worship connected with the 
sanctuary at Jerusalem. Jesus told of 
a new meaning which the worship of 
God was to take on as the new age 
came fully into view. Thére are now 
no sacred shrines of wood or stone, nor 
do we have a special order of priests 
to come between the people and God. 
Gorgeous vestments and sensuous serv- 
ices have no real place in the worship 
of the church. All is now spiritual. The 
true worshipers are those who have been 
born from above and so are enabled to 
worship God in spirit and in truth (John 
4:23, 24). That which is merely of the 
flesh, though cultured and esthetic, has 
no real place in such worship (Phil. 3: 
3) which is the overflowing of grateful 
hearts as the Lord Jesus Himself is be- 
fore the soul and a realization of the 
glory and majesty of God overwhelms 
the spirit. 

Worship should be distinguished from 
prayer (in the sense of petition) and 
from the ministry of the Word, though 
these may be definitely connected with 
it. For as we approach God our Father 
in prayer, our hearts go out to Him in 
adoration and praise, and all true spir- 
itual ministry leads to worship in spirit 
and in truth. 
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The Historical Setting 

From the building of the Tabernacle 
to the cross of Christ, God recognized 
an earthly sanctuary’as a worship cen- 
ter. Since the work of atonement has 
been completed, the true sphere of wor- 
ship is in Heaven, to which the spirit 
soars by faith. This is presented in the 
Acts and the Epistles. Isaiah wrote 
about seven centuries before Christ. 


Verse by Verse 


Isa. 6:1.—“In the year that king Uzziah 
died Il- saw also the Lord.” Uzziah died 
a leper because of his rashness in seek- 
ing to intrude into priestly functions, 
from which the Law definitely debarred 
him (2 Chron. 26:16-21). Isaiah’s vision 
took place in the Temple, the earthly 
sanctuary, where he had gone up to 
worship in accord with the will of God 
at that time. 


Verse 2—“The seraphims: each one 
had six wings.” The seraphim are an 
order of angelic ministers of the grace 
of God, as the cherubim are the exec- 
utors of His judgment (see Ezek. 1,’2). 
These glorious beings have six wings — 
two to hide their own faces as they 
worship before the throne, two to cover 
their feet as they stand before the Eter- 
nal Majesty, and two to fly as the rep- 
resentatives of the Lord Himself, to 
carry the Word of His grace to mankind. 


Verse 3.—“Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord 
of hosts.” In their song of praise the 
seraphim express their adoration of the 
triune God as they ascribe threefold 
holiness to Him who sits on the throne 
of the universe and fills the earth with 
His glory. 

Verse 4.—“The posts of the door moved 
. 3». the house was filled with smoke.” 
The entire sanctuary was swayed by the 
manifest presence of the Lord as the 
fragrant incense ascended heavenward,

typical of the united - ager of thé peo- 
ple of God (Psa. 141:2). All of this be- 
speaks a condition before the rending of 
the veil, by which the way has. now 
been opened into the Holiest of all (Heb. 
10: 19-23). 


Verse 5.—“Woe is me! forIl...ama’ 
‘man of unclean lips.” A sudden realiza- 


tion of the holiness of God brought with 
it a sense of Isaiah’s own unfitness for 
the divine presence. He felt in his in- 
most being that he was defiled and un- 
clean, even as, long years after, Peter 
the fisherman felt, when consciously in 
the presence of the Creator incarnate 
(Luke 5:8), and as Job felt when a sense 
of the majesty of Jehovah burst upon his 
soul (Job 42:5, 6). It is always thus 
when one comes to such a recognition 
of the holiness, power, and majesty of 
God. Unclean lips come from an unclean 
heart, and this is part of our inheritance 
from Adam. Isaiah confessed his own 
sinfulness and that of all the people 
among whom he moved; “for all have 
sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God” (Rom: 3:23). 

Verse 6.—“A live coal ... from off 
the altar.” This spoke of the consumed 
sacrifice, a sacrifice that prefigured the 
propitiatory work of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Verse 7.—“Thine iniquity is taken 
away, and thy sin -purged.” When the 
seraphimi applied the glowing coal ‘to 
the seer’s lips, he gave him the assur- 
ance of iniquity pardoned and_ sin 
cleansed away. This assurance all may 
have now who rest in faith upon the 
finished work of Christ. 


Verse 8.—“Here am I; send me.” After 
assurance of pardon and cleansing comes 
true service. Isaiah heard the call for 
one to carry God’s message to the peo- 
ple. Rejoicing in the consciousness of 
acceptance before God, he responded

gladly to the question put by the Lord 
Himself, “Who will go for us?” 


Eph. 5:15.—“Walk circumspectly.” Our 
English word, “circumspectly,” means to 
look in a circle, that is, to watch care- 
fully where the feet are being placed. 
In a world filled with pitfalls and snares 
on every side, how particular one needs 
to be as to where he walks and how! 


Verse 16.—‘Redeeming the time.” That 
is, buying up opportunities for~ service. 
“The days are evil” indeed, and the 
Christian should ever be on the lookout 
for occasions of service for God and in 
behalf of his fellow men. 


Verse 17.—“‘Understanding what the 
will of the Lord is.” It is only as we 
familiarize ourselves with the Word of 
the Lord that we shall understand His 
will. It is by patient study of the Scrip- 
tures that we learn the mind and pur- 
pose of God and so are enabled to act 
in accordance therewith. 


Verse 18—“Be not drunk with wine 
. .. but be filled with the Spirit.” A 
man under the influence of the spirit 
that dwells in the wine cup is taken out 
of himself and acts contrary to his ordi- 
nary habits and behavior. This is always 
in a degrading way (Prov. 23:31-35). In 
a higher and holy serse, the man who 
is under the controlling power of the 
Holy Spirit is lifted above himself and 
enabled to do and say what he could 
not do or say in a merely natural state. 
This should be the abiding experience 
of all believers. 


Verse 19.—“Speaking . . . singing and 
making melody in your heart.” This 
verse brings us to what is called congre- 
gational worship. Of course, it may be 
applied to the individual as such, but 
has a fuller meaning when a number 
of Christians come together. At that 
time they express real worship as they 
give utterance to the praises that well 
up in their hearts. Psalms may refer 
definitely to those found in holy Scrip- 
ture, though not necessarily so. Any 
ascription of praise is a psalm. Hymns 
are expressions -of worship addressed 
directly to the Deity. Spiritual songs 
are those that relate to spiritual experi- 
ences. Notice that the melody is to be 
pre-eminently in the heart. 


Verse 20.—“Giving thanks always for 
all things.” The true worshiper recog- 
nizes the goodness of God in every detail 
of life, and therefore can thank Him 
even for those things that are hard to 
endure and harder to understand, for 
he knows that all are ‘working together 
for good (Roni. 8:28). 


Verse 21—“Submitting yourselves one 
to another.” There can only be true 


fellowship in worship and service as we 
seek the good of all, and selfishness is 
judged in the light of the grace of God, 
as seen in the cross.

The Heart of the Lesson

devoted service. In fact, all true serv- 
ice should spring from the spirit of wor- 
ship. It is as we are occupied with God 
Himself, as revealed in Christ, that we 
are fitted to do His will in a scene of 
contrariety, where the world, the flesh, 
and the Devil are all arrayed against us.

In fact, such 
carnal rites are rather hindrances than 
helps, for they tend to occupy us with 
things seen and heard, rather than with 
the Lord Himself. 

Summaries and Applications 

It is a great mistake to imagine that 

all religious exercises are acts of wor- 
ship. We need to distinguish between 
prayer, which is asking from God, min- 
istry, which is receiving from God, and 
worship, which is giving to God. 
_ The Temple or sanctuary of old was 
but a type of the present temple of 
God, which is made up of all believers 
builded together as living stones upon 
Christ, Himself. In this temple, the 
Church of the first-born, the Spirit 
dwells as the power for worship. 

The more we know of God, the less 
will we be satisfied with ourselves or 
our attainments in grace, and the more 
ready will we be to say with Isaiah, 
“I am a man of unclean lips.”

The Busy Men’s Comer 
By Tom M. Olson 


HE Golden Text is, selected from a 

*Psalm (the 111th) which is entirely 
taken up with the person, work, and Word 
of the Lord. Every redeemed person 
dwelling on such glorious themes will 
say with the Psalmist, “I will praise 
the Lord with my whole heart.” The 
Psalmist’s vision of the Lord was a 
well-rounded one and made a wor- 
shiper of him in the midst of the assem- 
bly of the upright, and in the congrega- 
tion. ‘ 

Some believers take the fellowship of 
saints for granted and fail to appreciate 
it until deprived of it. 

One brother who was inclined to be 
unduly critical of those with whom he 
was in fellowship had to leave them in 
order to make a business trip to an- 
other section of the country. The nature 
of his business kept him in the midst 
of a group of rough, profane, and even 
blasphemous men. Writing to one of - 
his friends back home, he said, “As soon 
as I.can get away from here, I am leav- 
ing to return to the Christian fellow- 
ship I left—and when I am back, I'll 
never criticize a saint again; I'll love 
the meanest of them !” 

“I saw also the Lord ... high and 
lifted up” (Isa. 6:1).—Isaiah’s vision of 
the exalted Lord made a confessor out 
of him. He cried, “Woe is me! for I 
am undone.” A vision that does. not 
shrivel up the flesh is not a vision of 
the Lord in His majesty and glory. 

It has often been pointed out that 
Faul’s sight of the glorifieg Lord not 
only rendered him literally blind for 
three days, but in a far deeper sense 
blinded him to all earthly objects for 
the remainder cf his life, and made a 
bondslave of Jesus Christ out of him. 

The Italians say, “See Naples and die,” 
but the spiritual Christian can say, “See 
the glorified Lord Jesus Christ and go 
blind!” Mrs. .Lemmel has japtly ex- 
pressed it in the following chorus: 

Turn your eyes upon Jesus, 

Look .full in His wonderful face; 

And the things of earth will grow 

strangely dim 
In the light of His glory and grace. 
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“Thine iniquity is taken away, and 
thy sin purged” (v. 7)—Contact with 
the altar of sacrifice from whence the 
live coal was taken was the secret of 


Isaiah's purging, for “without shedding® 


of blood is no remission” (Heb. 9:22). 
When the Lord Jesus had by Himself 
purged our sins, or made purification 
of sins, He set Himself down on the 
right hand of the Majesty on high. Now, 


' “whosoever believeth in him shall re- 


ceive remission of sins” (Acts 10:43). 


“Whom shall I send, and who will go 
for us?” (v. 8.)—This is one of the re- 
markable verses in the Old Testament 
wherein the one Lord not only says “I” 
but also “us.” 

To whom can the “us” refer, if not 
to the Father, Son, and Holy Spirit? 
How would an orthodox Jew who does 
not believe in the Trinity, how would a 
modernist who does not believe in the 
essential deity of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and how would a cultist who does not 
believe in the personality of the Holy 
Spirit explain the use of the word “us” 
in this verse? 

In repeating the “Holy, holy, holy” of 
verse 3, we like to assign one to the 
Father, one to the Son, and one to the 
Holy Spirit—blessed Trinity! 


“Be not drunk with wine ... but be 
filled with the Spirit” (Eph. 5:18).— 
Whenever we hear a person ask God 
to fill him with the Holy Spirit, we 
feel like asking him, “Why don’t you 
with equal fervency ask God not to 
make you drunk with wine?” We feel 
confident that he would immediately 
say, in substance, “That is something I 
am commanded to do myself — and I can 
do it very simply by leaving wine alone.” 

“Be filled with the Spirit” is also 


‘ something the Lord commands us to do! 


It is proper to pray for the strength to 
do the things that will result in our 
being filled with the Spirit; but we can- 
not excuse ourselves from the doing of 
the things enjoined, by simply praying 
for a filling! There is a very practical 
work to be done. 

The way to be filled with the Spirit 
is revealed in the remainder of the sen- 
tence: “Speaking to yourselves ‘in 
psalms [which cannot be done without 
becoming acquainted with the Psalms] 
and hymns and spiritual songs, singing 
and making melody in your heart to 
the Lord; giving thanks always for all 
things unto God and the Father in the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ; sub- 
mitting yourselves one to another in the 
fear of God.” 

Notice — the Word must have its place 
in the heart, the Lord Jesus Christ must 
have His and the Father His; and the 
wife must give her husband his proper 
place and! the husband: must love his 
wife heartily.

Topic and Scripture: 
Worshiping Together in the Church 
(Psa. 111:1-4; Acts 2:46, 47) 

ONTINUE to use the picture of your 

church and the boy and girl cut- 
outs. Last week we talked about love, 
friendship, and fellowship in our Pri- 
mary class. Now today we come to the 
subject of worship. This is a weak point 
in many Primary Departments. Many 
teachers seem to think small children 
cannot be taught to worship God. Iam 
sure that is a mistake. 

A quiet, reverent worship service to 
open the hour will make the whole les- 
son more worth while. Children respond 
quickly to your attitude. Teach them 
some hymns. Oh, no, they’re not too 
young. My youngest grandson, not yet 
six, sings half a dozen hymns well. And 
when I asked him the meaning of one 
of them, he told me very quickly. 
Choose some of the devotional hymns 
that are simple. Then have,all the chil- 
dren close their eyes and bow their 
heads; folding their hands keeps them 
out of mischief. Pray so ‘they can un- 
derstand, and don’t pray too long. Six- 
year-olds can only stand still and con- 


centrate briefly, so make your prayer “ 


that brief. Teach them a worship Psalm 
or part of one. Don’t drag out the 


worship service, but make it really meah 


something to them. Then before the 
lesson, a motion song would rest them. 

For this lesson, talk to them about 
worshiping God. Why do we worship 
Ged? 


1. Because He is the God of the universe, 
Creator of all things, and deserving 
of praise from every creature. 

2. Because God so loved us that He sent 
His only begotten Son to die for us. 

3. Because the Lord Jesus Christ is our 
Saviour and we love Him for that. 

4. Because every good and perfect gift 
comes from God; He supplies every 
need. 

5. Because God wants our love and wor- 
ship, and created man for fellowship. 

6. Because we are ungrateful and un- 
thankful if we do not worship God. 
You can enlarge on these things, ex- 

plaining them to the children. 

We worship together in churches and 
Sunday schools because God wants us 
to have fellowship with each other in 
worship. It helps each of us to worship 
with others. Few will continue in faith- 
ful worship alone. God knows our frail- 
ties and He knew we neéded fellowship, 
so He set us in churches.

AY, fellows, this has been one of the’ 


most momentous weeks in the his- 
tory of the world — the week of August 
5-11, in which four epoch-making events 
have arrested the attention of all man- 
kind with startling power: (1) The 
announcement of the Potsdam Confer- 
ence agreements, (2) the atomic bomb- 
ing of Japan, (3) the entry of Russia 
into the war with Japan, and (4) the 
offer of Japan to surrender.

One cannot es- 
cape the, thought that if God our 
Heavenly ‘Father could pack so much 
power into the core of an atom, 100,000 
times smaller. than the atom itself— 
the atom measuring less than a half of 
one-billionth .of an inch—what must 
He be able to put into a live coal from 
off His altar? And when that is placed 
upon the lips of one who hears His call, 
“Whom shall I send?” and answers, 
“Here am I; send me,” what amazing 
power may be transmitted through one 
yielded human. life! 


The very thought of it is too great 
to be grasped by a merely human mind. 
Only the Holy Spirit can enable you 
and me to catch a suggestion of its im- 
mensity and significance. God has been 
preparing us for this day. We are 
thinking in vastly bigger terms than 
ever before. _ Instead of Paul Revere 
style of getting the news across the 
country on horseback, we think in radio 
terms of speaking around the world in 
three seconds or less. In transportation, 
instead of pony express and stage coach 

think of skyrotketing in giant planes, 
with: passengers and freight, through 
the stratosphere, from continent to con- 
tinent between meals. And.as to physi- 
cal power instead of steam and elec- 
tricity. we are more recenily thinking 
in terms of the atom. 

The whole world at this moment is 
standing aghast in the contemplation of 
the mighty power being released from 
the split atom and harnessed to destroy 
or to build on a scale and to a degree 
beyond the wildest imagination. At 
last the practical demonstration of this 
new power, so long dreamed of and 
sought. by scientists, has opened up a 
vast new world of possibilities in hu- 
man achievement. 

It is a rare privilege to be a young 
fellow in this day of the world’s his- 
tory. Evidently God has greater plans 
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for this rising generation than for any 
that has ever gone before: Are you 
ready for it, fellows? How can you be? 
It is of vital importance to know. Look 
up into the face of Him who created the 
atom — Him who holds the coal of fire, 
—and who said, “All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth... go 
. therefore”! (Matt. 28:18-20), and 
say to Him with all the earnestness of 
your soul, “Here am I; send me!”

How Worsuir STRENGTHENS OvuR 
CHRISTIAN LIFE 


é OU don’t have to go to church to 

worship. You can worship God 
in the great out-of-doors,” some tell us. 
We can do this, to be sure, and some 
of us do, but unless congregational wor- 
ship with God’s people has become a 
vital part of our lives, we would be 
inclined to neglect it when we are far 
away from the house of God. 

Last Sunday several families of us 
worshiped around the breakfast table 
under pines and cedars and mountain 
oak. Men who had been fishing all 
week wanted a story of fishing, so we 
read of the Master Fisherman who can 
make us “fishers of men.” Neighboring 
campers gathered with us around the 
evening campfire to sing Gespel songs 
and to talk of how God led Jonah, in 
spite of himself, to fish for souls. 

Worship is the Teaching upward of 
the spirit in praise arid reverent adora- 
tion toward God, and in group worship 
in a church that has been set apart for 
God there is power that cannot be 
gained alone (Psa. 22:22; 100:4; 122:1; 
Luke 4:16; Heb. 11:25; Rev. 7:9-12). 

Worshiping through Bible study (Neh. 
8:1-12). People gathered together and 
listened to the Word of God until they 
understood what God meant. If we 
have been blessed through worship serv- 
ices in our church, should we not have 
a deepened desire to know more of 
Christ through the study of His Word? 
There are many helpful ways of study- 


ing it. What is your method? Recently. 


we heard of a woman who read the 
Bible through in fifty-two days, spend- 
ing three hours a day at the reading. 
She wanted a connected view of the 
entire Bible story. 

Worshiping through praise (Psa. 111). 
Worship God, as the Psalm says, through 
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Praise and testimony “in the congrega- 
tion.” Educators tell us that there is no 
impression without expression, and 
surely when.we are impressed with the 
glory of our Lord, and redegmed by 
His grace, we will want to say so (Psa. 
107:2). Such testimony can ring in our 
own hearts as well as the hearts of those 


* who hear it all the week long. 


Worshiping through new vision (Isa. 
6:1-8). What do you “see” when you 
“go to the temple”? Isaiah “saw the 
Lord.” Is there any more important 
reason for assembling in the church than 
this: to get a vision of the Lord and of 
His will for our lives? How may we be 
assured of seeing Him? Isaiah was not 
depending upon the priest, a ‘preacher, 
or a fine choir for his blessing. Noth- 
ing could satisfy him except a vision 
of the Lord Himself. God was waiting 
in the Temple with a message for Isaiah, 
and Isaiah went with an open heart to 
receive it. Jonah, you remember, opened 
his heart for God’s message in the depths 
of a great fish (Jonah 2). What kind of 
worship service would be most con- 
ducive to such an‘ experience? 

Worshiping God because of Christ 
(Acts 2:46, 47). Why did the disciples 
gather in the Temple, and travel in joy- 
ous fellowship from house to house? 
They were “praising God” for Christ. 
They, like Ezra and Isaiah, and Jonah, 
had seen the Lord, but their vision of 
Him-was that of a real Man, Jesus Christ, 
who had lived and talked with them, 
and who was living and talking for them 
in the presence of God (Heb. 9:24). 

Worshiping God every day (Eph. 5: 
15-21). How may ‘a Christian live a life 
of worship not only on Sunday in 
church, but every day and everywhere? 
List the points in this selection which 
show how we may worship, and apply 
them to the everyday life of a girl: 

Live thoughtfully (Rom. 12:1, 2). 

Redeem the time (Prov. 16:3). 

Understand God’s will (John 4:34).

Topic and Scripture: 
Worshiping Together in the Church 
(Psa. 111:1-4; Acts 2:46, 47) 

O YOUR relatives who live near 

enough get together for a family 
reunion on Thanksgiving Day? What 
a good time you all have playing, talk- 
ing, and eating together! God’s family, 
at least those who live near enough, get 
together more often than once a year. 
How often does God’s family have a 
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reunion? Every Lord’s Day or oftener. 
Do you ever think of going to church 
as visiting God? Back when Barnabas 
and the other Christians were so gen- 
erous in giving to one another, how 
often do you suppose they visited God’s 
house? Acts 2:46 will tell you. Would 
you like to go to church every day? 
They certainly enjoyed it and were very 
happy people as the rest of that verse 
and the next show. They had a Thanks- 
giving dinner at home every day even 
if it was only common food and not tur- 
key or chicken. And more people be- 
came Christians every day! 

At one of the Temple services Barna- 
bas and the others may have heard the 
Temple choir of men sing: “Praise ye 
the Lord. I will praise the Lord with 
my whole heart, in the assembly of the 
upright, and in the congregation” (Psa. 
111:1, Memory Verse). Find this great 
anthem in your Bible. What do you 
think praise means? Do you do it at 
church? Do you even think that you 
are speaking or singing to the Lord 
there? “I will praise the Lord with my 
whole heart” makes me think of another 
verse we have learned — “With all thy 
heart” (Luke 10:27). Where is the as- 
sembly of the upright? Psalm 111:2-4 
tells why the Lord is to be praised. “The 
works of the Lord are great.” 

The man who.wrote the Psalm may 
have thought of God’s saving his people 
from ‘the Egyptians, leading them 
through the Red Sea and the Jordan 
River, giving them manna and water in 
the wilderness, and driving out their 
enemies before them to give them the 
land of Canaan, as He had promised 
Abraham and Jacob. As Barnabas hum- 
med this song, he may have been re- 
membering God’s sending His Son, the 
Lord Jesus, to heal men, to die in their 
place, to rise from the dead. He may 
have thought of the miracles that Peter 
by God’s power was still doing in the 
Lord Jesus’ name (Acts 5:15, 16). As 
we repeat this Psalm together today we 
remember God’s goodness in granting 
peace (Psa. 46:9) and in letting so many 
daddies and brothers come back home. 
We, too, like Barnabas, should praise 
God for His Son who is our Saviour 
still in war or peace, in life or death. 
Perhaps you have some smaller good 
things of your own that you would like 
to:thank God for in the assembly of this 
class. i. 

Are you in the congregation of our 
church every single Sunday unless you 
are sick? I am sure we Juniors are old 
enough to go to church and worship 
God there with the other members of 
God’s family. We should find it a happy 
experience. I have known two sisters 
your age who chose to stay home alone 
Sundays when the rest of the family 
were off for the day in the car; they 
didn’t want to miss chutch and Sunday 
school. Of course, you have to be the 
kind of boy or girl your parents can 
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trust before they would let you stay!

How may we know that we are sealed? 
Have we received the Saviour? “For 
him hath God the Father sealed” (John 
6:27). In Him we, too, are sealed. Apart 
from Him we have nothing. Ephesians 
1:12-15 gives us the sequence. -Hearing 
the Word of Truth, the Gospel.of our 
salvation; trusting in Christ, believing; 
being sealed, followed by a life of faith 
in the Lord Jesus and Icve to the. saints. 
Here we have the whole story in brief. 
Believing precedes being sealed, but 
we must trust the Lord. for thé séaling 
—give Him credit for doing what He 
has promised.’ Again let us remember 
it is not a matter of feeling. In what 
sens€ has the Father sealed the Son? 
He has owned, constituted Him, quali- 
fied, set Him apart, appointed. Him to 
be all that could possibly be needed to 
bring many sons to glory.

They help their mother 
care for the children of defense work- 
ers, then take a long trip to California 
to rejoin Daddy Baer, who is in the 
service, and they are asked to sing to 
the weary travelers in a crowded coach. 
It is an interesting trip. When they 
reach California they find opportunity 
to be Good Neighbors to people of other 
nationalities, and even win children to 
the Lord Jesus. It is a happy, even if 
war-time, story for children.

Livingston Hill. (J. B. Lippincott Co., 
Philadelphia 5; $2.) A girl to come home 
to was, something Lieutenant Comman- 
der Rodney Graeme did not have. He 
had thought he had; but she had re- 
turned his ring to him while he was on 
duty in the Far East. But he did have 
a truly Christian father and mother and 
sister. to come home te,,and a naval of- 
ficer brother whom he. was coming home 
with as the story opens.. And he had 
a wonderful Saviour. The ingredients 
of the recipe that the author has used 
for this story —six parts-romance, two 
parts intrigue, eight parts Christian wit- 
nessing — are mixed together with Grace 
Livingston Hills’ characteristic swift 
action, and the result is a thoroughly in- 
teresting story with a highly satisfactory 
ending —a girl to come home to. 


Nathan, Boy of Capernaum. By Amy 
Morris Lillie. (E. P. Dutton and Co., 
New York 10; $2.50.) Three purposes 
motivate Miss Lillie’s exquisite story, — 
to describe the customs and peoples of 
Palestine in Jesus’ time, to present the 
teaching of the Beatitudes as they might 
then have been accepted and lived out 
by a child, and to picture Jesus as ‘a 
hero friend whom boys of that day could 
and did adore. Ten-year-old Nathan 
was one of these boys and modern chil- 
dren, who read of his activities, should 
be inspired to run after the Master with 
the same devotion that filled this lad’s 
loving heart. 


Stocky, Boy of West Texas. By Eliza- 
beth W. Baker. (The John C. Winston 
Co., Philadelphia 7;- $2:) Stocky hails 
from the old days when buffalo gave 
way to the longhorn. Found provi- 
dentially by honest John McDowell, the 
boy became his companion through the 
winter buffalo hunt, and later when 
John’s family joins them in establishing 
their Texas ranch, Stocky finds that he 
also belongs. The chronicle is full of 
Western life and color;— cattle rustling, 
the flooded Brazos, a prairie fire, war- 
ring Comanches, a ‘buffalo stampede and 
battles to outwit the everpreseft rattle- 
snake. There is even a horned toad race, 
a temperamental bobcat, and a Spanish 
treasure cave, all of which have part in 
teaching Stocky what it means to be a 
man in the finest sense. It is regrettable, 
however, that one incident shows that 
the author fails to recognize that one 
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can't expect to get to Heaven by dying 
to save another’s life. 


Thar She Blows! By Everitt Proctor. 
(Westminster Press, Philadelphia 7; $2.) 
Out from New Bedford put the old 
whalers of 1800, and boys’ hearts will 
quicken at the tale of Peter McLean, 
who shipped on one of them, the Ella 
Gordon. The yell of the lookout, “Thar 
she blows !” the terrific row of the small 
boats, then the irons, lance and drogue, 
and the shout of triumph, — every, mo- 
ment was a thrill. But there were other 
things less glorious, — threats of mutiny, 
the dreaded scurvy, and the closing in 
of Arctic ice. Peter learns much about 
sea voyaging and the whaling business, 
and still more about the art of getting 
on with others. 


Sturdy Rogue. By’ Magdalen King- 
Hall. (The John C. Winston Co.,. Phila- 
delphia 7; $2.) It doesn’t pay to run 
away from home, as young Thomas Tre- 
ludick discovers to his sorrow. Instead 
of life on a lordly ship, he finds himself 
joined first to the Brotherhood of Beg- 
gars, and then to the more execrable 
Coney-Catchers. The adventures that 
befall the truant open some fare new 
chapters in English history of Queen 
Elizabeth’s day. And when Thomas 
finally does reach the sea, he is just in 
time to help fight the Dons and to meet 
with the last and most unexpected ad- 
venture of all. 


The Roll of Drums. By Lucille Wall- 
ower, (Albert Whitman and Co., Chi- 
cago 6; $2.) Across the graveyard to 
the woods—running, stumbling, pant- 
ing—he must reach the crossroads in 
time to intercept General Washington 
and warn him of the men who waited in 
ambush to take his life. Young Stephen 
MacDonald, drummer boy in the Conti- 
nental Army, displayed his courage and 
resourcefulness that memorable night as 
he led the General right past the danger 
spot, and on to the Ephrata Cloister 
in Pennsylvania,: where these kindly 
Dunkers were doing all in their power 
for the sick and wounded American sol- 
diers. 

The book will hold the attention of 
boys and girls, as it is well written and 
beautifully illustrated; and the final cli- 
max of Stephen’s joyous reunion with 
his long-lost brother rounds out the 
story to a most satisfactory conclusion. 


Arrow Fly Home. By Katherine Gib- 
son. (Longmans, Green and Co., 55 Fifth 
Ave., New York 3; $2.) When one has 
great-great-grandparents who were cap- 
tured by Indians, a story lies in the 
offing, and Miss Gibson has done excel- 


lent work on her narration. The boy, 


David, having been taken by the 
Shawnees when @ baby, seemed thor- 
oughly Indian, but Blizabeth was ten 
when brought in by the raiders. Hence 
it was she who taught him to read‘and . 
to understand his white heritage. The 
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' way in which these two arrows fly home 


at last, straight to Elizabeth’s own 
mother, makes thrilling reading.

When or- 
phaned Caroline arrived at Cousin 
Jake’s, he was determined to use her 
in his restaurant. But the girl staunchly 
tefused to serve beer to customers and, 
befote the irate Jake could fire her, 
she slipped away with a young man 
who had shown himself unmistakably 
on her side. Seeming disaster follows, 
but God delivers and teaches the young 
people some fine lessons on guidance, 
soul-winning, — and love. 


Girl on the Stair. By Eunice R. Hart. 
(Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand 
Rapids 2, Mich., $1.25.) Depressed and 
discouraged as he contemplated the 
fruitlessness of his ministry, young Mark 
Howden entered his study in the little 
stone church on Tenth Avenue. His 
prayer for help—unconsciously uttered 
aloud — was heard by an unknown lis- 
tener, and faintly, but clearly, the words 
of a hymn were sung to him as though 
by an angel. From time to time after 
that strange experience, he found bits 
of paper on his desk with a message 
that seemed to come to his heart just 
when he needed it most frem his 
Heavenly Father. 

Many months later he met and fell 
in love with, Elizabeth Prentiss, but not 
until he was desperately ill and calling 
repeatedly in his delirium for “the angel 
of the church” did she reveal to him 
that she and the “angel” were identical.

N THIS first anniversary of Armi- 

stice Day since the ending of hos- 
tilities in World War II, our thoughts 
are directed to those who fought and 
suffered and died in both World Wars, 
in the hope that tyranny and oppression 
might be overthrown and that wars 
might be outlawed. “Keeping faith” with 
those who suffered and died in this cause 
implies that there is something we can 
do to bring to fulfillment that for which 
they struggled. The implication is that 
there is some way in which we can 
prevent further wars and sotmne way that

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group. Children instantly recognize the parallel drawn 
between the ideal of freedom in the American Revolu- 
tion and its counterpart in the world today.

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will keep down tyranny and oppression. 

Yet recent news bulletins are not such 
as would make us very hopeful. Even 
the. trained. diplomats and statesmen 


whose. business it is to negotiate treaties. 


and. settle differences between nations 
do not seem to be very successful in 
getting international affairs straightened 
out. The Council of Foreign Ministers 
held recently in London, upon which so 
much hope was placed, broke up after 
a twenty-two day parley without settling 
any major international issue and with- 
out being able to agree even on the 
report to be made of the conference. 
How, then, can we, as+*young people, 
hope to do very much about keeping 
faith with those who paid the price? 
he ; 

One. great truth should be made clear 
as we discuss this question in our young 
people’s: meeting. There,are only two 
courses of action possible, if wars are 
to. be outlawed. and tyranny and oppres- 
sion are. to be banished from the earth. 
Wars and fightings come from men’s sin- 
ful hearts. (Jas. 4:1).' It is the selfish 
nature of men that produces greed and 
tyranny and oppression. Therefore, one 
way to end war and oppression is to 
bring all men to a saving knowledge of 
the Lord Jesus Christ and a willingness 
to let Him rule and reign in the heart. 

But most of us realize that all men will 
not willingly have the Lord Jesus to 
reign over them. When He was here 
upon earth in person there were those 
who hated Him and tried to kill 
him, and. we know that even with all 
the evangelistic and missionary effort 
that Christians may put forth there will 
still ke many who will not of their own 
free will accept Christ or yield. to His 
control. This does not release us from 
our responsibility to preach the Gospel 
and to do everything in our power to 
win others for Him. But God’s Word 
holds..out: no prospect that the whole 
world will be converted to Christ in this 
way.,..On the contrary, it tells us that 
sin.and unbelief will grow worse as this 
age draws to a.close.

‘The only other way in which perma- 
nent peace may be Srought about and 
tyranny and oppression may be banished 
is for the Lord Jesus Himself to return 
to this earth to put all who are opposed 
to Him under His feet (Phil. 4:9-11), 
and to set up His absolutely righteous 
and impartial reigm upon this earth. 
Then every knee. will bow and every 
tongue will confess that He is Lord, 
some because they are glad and willing 
to. do-so, and others because they will 
have to do so. Then and only then will 
be fulfilled those prophecies of God’s 
Word. that tell of war being made to 
cease and of men beating their swords 
into plowshares and their spears into 
pruning hooks (Mic. 4:3). Then and 
only then will men learn war no more 
(Isa: 2:4).

As young Christians, therefore, our 
first responsibility is to keep faith with 
the One who paid the price on Calvary. 
He died there that we might have eter- 
nal life and that we might be His wit- 
nesses and His examples in a world that 
is filled with hatred and ‘suspicion and 
selfishness. He has told us that we are 
to be lights (Matt. 5: 14-16) in this dark- 
ness that is growing deeper as the years 
go on and as the time nears for His 
return, He gladly paid the price of 
suffering and death on the cross (Heb. 
12:2). 

As we keep faith with Him, by living 
for Him and speaking for Him, then we 
shall be able in the fullest sense to keep 
faith with the young men and young 
women who died on the battlefield in 
the hope that a righteous peace might 
be won. They suffered and died for a 
temporary, man-made peace. But this 
old world needs something more than 
man can supply if further wars are to 
be prevented. While we lend our ‘sup- 
port to every righteous effort to establish 
peace and to bring about national and 
international righteousness, let us see 
clearly that our greatest contribution 
toward a lasting peace will be in keep- 
ing faith with the One who, by His vis- 
ible and personal return, will straighten 
out the mess that man has made, and 
who will set up His righteous reign of 
peace.

In Heaven, when 
they sing, “Holy, holy, holy,” they mean 
it and cover their faces (Isa. 6:2). What 
blessing would attend public worship 
if we all had the same spirit of rever- 
ence! Pray for grace whereby to wor- 
ship God acceptably with reverence and 
godly fear. 


Sat.—1 Corinthians 11:23-26, . 
The Lerd’s Supper. 
Prayer Succestions: “This do in re- 
membrance of me.” The original supper 
is our pattern for observing the Lord’s 
Supper. There He. was the center of 
thought. There. self-examination was 
the business of each disciple. There 
His broken body and shed blood were 
the all-occupying thought. Our souls 
should look back to the first observance 
of the Lord’s Supper and conform to it 
in manner and spirit, and then look for- 
ward to the coming again of our Re- 
deemer. Remembering the Lord means 
getting into closer fellowship with Him. 
Pray that your communion services may 
be more truly memorials of the dying, 
coming Saviour.
